building up of cooperative market- 
ing and establishing agencies utiliz- 
ing the established branches of the 
government to assist in eliminating 
waste in distribution and to reduce 
handing costs.

SHOWN POSSIBLE 


Demonstrations are Being 


Conducted in Vicinity of 
Kewaunee 


Kewannee —UP)— Information on 


how to make orchards pay, always 
•welcomed by the fruit grower, ' is 
being given in a series of demonstra- 
tions in this vicinity by H. R. Lath- 
rope, county agent and E. L. Kueh- 
ner, orchard specialist of the exten- 
sion department of the College of 
Agriculture, "University of "Wiscon- 
sin. 


There are only fifty-two days In 


the year that should not be selected 
for pruning apple trees and those 
are Sundays, said Mr. I&thrope on 
being asked tie 
best season for 


pruning. With the aid of Mr. Kuea- 
ner, the county agent is dividing the 
demonstrations into two parts, the 
first giving the reason for pruning, 
spraying and fertilizing the trees 
and the second 
caving the fruit 


grower prune the trees under the 
supervision of the specialist and 
agent. 


Mr. Lathrope described the var- 


ious sprays to use, the pests they 
control 
and set the approximate 


dates of appliaction of each spray. 
Spraying may be done in three •ways, 
said Mr. lathrope and enumerated 
them as follows: the owner may 
spray his own orchard; he may em- 
ploy a custom sprayer to do the 
work for him, or, he may join a 
cooperative spray ring. The third 
method was advjsed by the county 
agent who said that the plan re- 
duces the work to a minimum cost 
and makes for spraying at the right 
tiirie. 


The best fertilizer for orchards is 


barnyard manure, said Mr. Lath- 
rope. Some farmers make the mis- 
take of piling the fertilizer around 
the trunks of the trees, he said. For 
best results the fertilizer should be 
placed over the rootlets under the 
ends of the branches. 


BARBERRY BUSHES 


IN STATE REDUCED 


Salt, Digging and Grubbing 


Helps to Make "Killing" 
Successful 


EMBREY-Glasses, Over Jenss, 


Madison—Barberry boshes In Wis- 


consin were reduced in number by 
more than 65,000 during: 
the past 


season. But It took fonr carloads 
of salt and. laborious digging and 
grubbing by trained scouts to make 
this "killing". 


The common barberry bush, one 


prized as an ornamental shrub be- 
cause o* its attractive appearance, 
is the object of a •widespread hunt 
in 13 north central states, for It has 
been found guilty of spreading black 
stem rust among grain crops. 
This 


disease attacks small grains, such 
as -wheat, rye, aats. and barley, as 
well as some of the common grasses. 
Rnst takes a heavy annual toll in the 
state that 
often exceeds 1,000,000 
bushels of grain. 


The campaign in Wisconsin was 


•waged this season largely In Dane 
and Rock counties, reported R. M. 
Caldweli, federal agent la charge of 
the eradication drive hi this state. 


"Although splendid progress has 


been made in removing the source 
of stem rost Infection, the barberry 
is sUll a. foe of immediate concern 
to Wisconsin citizens," said CaJd- 
weH. "It rnnst not be given a chance 
to recover in the areas from -which 
it has 
been removed. Ultimately 


every sections of the state known to 
be Infested by the 
btrsh -win 
be 


thoroijghly combed by men -who nave 
been trained to recognize and destrov 
tho menace."' 
"The bnsh Is killed either by grab- 


bing from the grojnd or by pouring 
salt at the base of the plant. 


Since the campaign 
to eradicate 


the 
disease-spreading bush 
-was 


started In 1918, more than 5,000,- 
000 bushes and seedlings have been 
destroyed in the slate, according to 
Caldw^Jl. The campaign Is staged 
under the joint supervision of the 
state department of agriculture, state 
college of agriculture, and the fed- 
eral department of asrlctfltnre.
